Of  Polio , Claims  Profi  mor 

O ALT  LAKE  CITY.  Utah.  Mirch  5 (INS)— A Utah 
^ University  scientist  announced  tonight  that  re- 
search has  disclosed  that  polio  is  caused  by  at  least 
three  types  of  virus  and  said  that  "now  for  the  first  time 
we  know  what  we  are  fighting.” 

Bacteriology  Professor  L.  P.  Gebhardt  said  that 
science  now  can  think  in  “terms  of  prevention". 

Dr,  Gebhardt  said  that  the  discovery  was  the  result  of 
three  years  of  co-operative  research  undertaken  at  four 
universities. 

The  Utah  scientist  explained  iha>  there  is  hope  that 
the  virus  will  be  completely  identified  and  typed  by  the 
end  of  1951  and  added  that  this  would  be  "the  first  step 
in  developing  a polio  vaccine." 

*.  Dr.  Gebhardt  said  tha  research  was  conducted  at  Utah 
University  with  monkeys,  and  at  Kansas  University, 
Pittsburgh  University  and  Southern  California.

A volunteer  Victoria  social  worker 
lashed  out  yesterday  el  provincial 
and  municipal  government  “com- 
placency" with  regard  to  aortal  as- 
sistance to  the  province's  unmploy- 
abiea  and  their  famine*. 

The  worker,  Mr*  O P.  Oreen. 
municipal  child  and  family  welfare 
convener  for  the  LODE,  charged 
government,  officials  and  welfare 
agency  head*  “larked  the  courage"  to 
admit  that  near -starvation  condi- 
tions existed  among  families  receiv- 
ing social  assistance 

Bhe  prop  healed  the  increase  la 

social  allowance  recently  indicated 
by  the  Government  would  be  "In- 
adequate." 

“There  may  be  a alight  increase." 
she  commented.  “But  will  U be  for 
every  member  of  U»e  family  or  Just 
a small  boast  In  th*  total  allow- 
aoeer 

Mm.  Orem  said  there  were  408 
families  in  the  Victoria  area  exist- 
ing on  social  assistance  allowances 
that  fell  far  short  of  providing  even 
the  simple  neceaslUe*  to  maintain 
health.
